Right now, according to the Cur­ 
rent Report of the Illinois State 
Chamber of Commerce, sections 
of southern Illinois are recovering 
Irani one of the longest and most 
devastating droughts in the state's 
history, with as many as 22 com­ 
munities simultaneously critically 
or near-critically short of water 
for both home and industrial use. 
- In a number of communities, the 
Chamber points out, new equip­ 
m ent and special water-handling 
facilities were required to provide 
even minimum requirements. 
We 
are in that category, with our spe­ 
cial pumping and piping from Blue 
Lake, and the present pumping 
from New York Central reservoir. 
An accompanying m ap shows the 
counties of the state affected by 
the drought and in these parts. 
Saline, Gallatin, White, William­ 
son, Pope, Hardin, Massac and 
Jefferson are in the group of coun­ 
ties where the degree of drought 
dam age to farm crops was from 
“serious to disaster.” 
Only coun­ 
ty listed as having “ disaster” to 
copps due to drought w as Franklin. 
Wayne, Hamilton, Johnson, Alex­ 
ander and Pulaski counties were 
not revealed among the drought 
counties, and the dam age was mod 
crate in Union and Jackson.

S Brown (R Nev.) told the Senate 
today that censure of Sen Joseph 
R. McCarthy woulld establish a 
dangerous precedent limiting con 
gressional investigations. 
Brown, who was appointed last 
sum m er to succeed the late Sen 
Pat McC’arran (D-Nev.) was the 
first speaker under a debate limi­ 
tation agreem ent that will bring 
the prolonged, turbulent McCarthy 
censure debate 
to a showdown 
Wednesday or Thursday.

Presenting a detailed, legal ar 
gument against censure of McCar­ 
thy, Brown made these points:

I. There is no precedent under mother of throe, arrives at Superior 
which a senator can be censured 
for rem arks not made on the floor 
of the Senate. 
To establish this 
precedent woulld mean that a sen­ 
ator has "a lesser right” than a 
private citizen to criticize his own 
government.

2. Censuring McCarthy for his 
I conduct as chairman of the Senate jonm ent- 
Perm anent Investigations Subcom­ 
mittee would mean the Senate is 
“ abrogating its power and author­ 
ity” under the Constitution to ob­ 
tain information essential for the 
legislative process. 
3 Referring to McCarthy’s al­ 
leged “ abuse” of an elections sub­ 
committee in 1951 52, Brown argu­ 
ed there is no precedent whereby 
one session of Congress can cen­ 
sure a senator for acts committed 
in a prior Congress. 
Brown said that if the censure 
resolution is approved “ the entire 
machinery of the legislative inves­ 
tigation may be stopped ” 
McCarthy’s supporters claimed 
that the Senate’s decision to bring 
the censure issue to a vote this 
week was a boost for their drive

But other .senators predicted out­ 
right censure and McCarthy him ­ 
self said he expected such action. 
After months of wrangling and 
maneuvering, 
the Senate

mously agreed Monday night to put 
a harness on its historic debate, 
I beginning today, and to start vot­ 
ing at 3 p. rn. Wednesday. The fi­ 
nal verdict may come Wednesday 
night or Thursday.
